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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 59,67,76 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Imai (US 5483056). 

Re elms 59,76: Imai discloses an exposure apparatus comprising: a first illumination 
system (5,6,9) and a second illumination system (11,13) wherein a mask blind is 
disposed in a boundary portion of the first illumination system and the second 
illumination system (10). 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 87-101 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to disclose or suggest the claimed structure of the invention including a 
plurality of movable optical members or a fixed blind in conjunction with the claimed 
subject matter.
